# /It's Not Ugly Enough!" 


There is o ne way to slash America's 
crime rate, destro y o rganized crime, em­ 
pty the priso n, unclo g the co urts and ease 
the burden o f o v erwo rked po lice: Legal­ 
ize nearly ev ery thing. 
This may be a simplificatio n but it is 
no t a falsificatio n o f what mo re and mo re 
lawlers, judges and pro fesso rs o f law and 
so cio lo gy are co ming to believ e must be 
do ne if respect fo r the law is to reign in 
America and if the battle against crime 
is to be wo n. 
To o much o f the time and energy o f 
lawmakers and law enfo rcers, these crit­ 
ics charge, is spent o n so -called crimes 
by definitio n o r crimes witho ut v ictims— 
gambling, drunkenness, priv ate sex ual 
practices and so o n. 
In 19 68 , fo r ex ample, o f the 6 millio n 
no ntraffic arrests in the natio n, mo re 
than 2 millio n were fo r simple drunken­ 
ness. 
“ The prime functio n o f criminal law 
is to pro tect o ur perso ns and o ur pro p­

atto rney No rv al 
Mo rris. 
When criminal law inv ades the spheres 
o f priv ate mo rality and so cial welfare it 
ex ceeds its pro per limits and neglects 
its primary tasks.” 
When law is used “ to co erce men to ­ 
ward v irtue.” he adds, it alway s fails. 
Ev en wo rse, it breeds criminal cultures. 
Crime sy ndicates gro w rich, bribery 
flo urishes and co rruptio n o f po lice and 
po liticians is inv ited. 
Mo rris, to gether with crimino lo gist 
and peno lo gist Hans Mattick, is co -direc­ 
to r o f the Univ ersity o f Chicago Law' 
Scho o l’s Center fo r Studies in Criminal 
Justice. If they had their way : 
Public drunkenness wo uld no lo nger 
be a crime. Instead o f clo gging the co urts 
and jails with drunks, at a co st o f $100 
millio n a y ear, they reco mmend city - 
wide netwo rks o f o v ernight ho uses, in 
co mbinatio n with v o luntary realco ho li- 
natio n pro grams. 
Purchase, po ssessio n and use o f any 
kind o f drug w'o uld no t be a crime — but 
the sale o f certain harmful and addictiv e 
drugs wo uld co ntinue to be a criminal 
o ffense. The peddler wo uld be pro se­ 
cuted, no t the user. 
No fo rm o f gambling wo uld be pro ­ 
hibited — but certain fraudulent and 


cheating gambling practices wo uld re­ 
main criminal. 


The catch-all o ffenses o f v agrancy 
and diso rderly co nduct wo uld no lo nger 
be criminal charges. Instead, law's wo uld 
specify ex actly what ty pe o f co nduct is 
pro hibited and define the circumstances 
in which po lice sho uld interv ene. 
Sex ual activ ities between co nsenting 
adults in priv ate w'o uld no t be subject to 
criminal law. Pro stitutio n wo uld be le­ 
galized and regulated. 
Abo rtio n perfo rmed by a qualified 
medical practitio ner in a registered ho s­ 
pital wo uld no t. be a crime. 
Acco rding to Mo rris and Mattick, if 
these pro po sals and a few o thers became 
law, arrests in the United States wo uld 
be cut in half, fro m 6 millio n to 3 millio n 
a y ear, and po lice and co urts co uld co n­ 
centrate o n “ real” crime—murder, as­ 
sault, ro bbery , theft, fraud. 
In two areas, they wo uld to ugh ten 
ex isting law’s—drunken driv ing and gun 
o wnership. 
Since 19 00. 75 0.000 peo ple hav e been 
killed in the United States by priv ately 
o wned guns, say s Mo rris. This is 30 per 
cent mo re than in all the wars in the 
natio n’s entire histo ry . 
Drunken driv ing is ev en mo re deadly , 
being respo nsible fo r abo ut 65 per cent 
o f the natio n’s annual 5 0.000-plus traffic 
deaths. 
The refo rmers are no t o ptimistic that 
any o f these pro po sals will be ado pted 
in the near future. 
But it must be admitted that there is 
so mething ludicro us abo ut a sco re o f po ­ 
lice cars being dispatched to arrest a 
to pless cello play er in New Yo rk while 
peo ple are afraid to walk the streets o f 
the city at night. 
And there is so mething frightening 
abo ut the indictment o f public o fficials 
in New Jersey o n charges o f ex to rtio n 
and tax ev asio n, a scandal inv o lv ing ev ­ 
ery lev el o f the state go v ernment, the 
Mafia and ev en U.S. Treasury agents. 
When lawr is ludicro us and co rruptio n 
and serio us crime are rampant, the 
health o f a natio n is no t go o d. Perhaps 
we do need to reo rder o ur prio rities and 
elev ate o ur sights. 
Retesting Driv ers 


Despite o ur lo ng lo v e affair with the 
co ntraptio n. Americans are still so me­ 
thing less than co mpletely at ho me o r in 
perfect co ntro l o f the auto mo bile. 
Pro liferatio n and po llutio n are. o f 
co urse, the mo st o bv io us and pressing 
pro blems 
that currently make 
auto s 
so mething mo re, o r less, than merely 
beautifully sty led co nv eniences. 
But ev en in such an apparently ro u­ 
tine area as keeping track o f v ehicles 
and driv ers, pro cedures dev elo ped dur­ 
ing almo st three-quarters o f a century 
o f ex perience still leav e so mething to be 
desired. 
Driv er testing has lo ng been standard 
o perating pro cedure thro ugho ut the co un­ 
try . All states no w require so me ty pe o f 
ex aminatio n fo r applicants fo r first li­ 
censes — written o r o ral tests, ro ad tests, 
alway s ey e checks and so metimes addi­ 
tio nal phy sical ex aminatio n. 
Variatio ns o ccur fro m state to state 
in requirements and tho ro ughness o f ap­ 
plicatio n, but the general pattern is o ne 
o f co nscientio us superv isio n o f first li­ 
censees. 
It is ano ther sto ry , ho wev er, when it 
co mes to renewing licenses. The pattern 
rev ealed by a Natio nal Safety Co uncil 


surv ey is o ne o f widely differing prac­ 
tices and all to o o ften almo st co mplete 
indifference to ho w7 well health and judg­ 
ment co ntinue to measure up to the re­ 
quirements o f safe and respo nsible driv ­ 
ing. 
Fo r ex ample, o nly two states (Illino is 
and Virginia) auto matically repeat ro ad 
testing fo r renewals. In ano ther eight it 
is o ptio nal, with an ex aminer deciding. 
In 15 states, a written test is repeated. 
The states are so mewhat mo re atten­ 
tiv e to the state o f driv er health with 32 
requiring new v isio n tests (but o nly three 
—Califo rnia, Flo rida and Washingto n— 
bo ther to check hearing fo r ev en a first 
license). And 11 states and the District o f 
Co lumbia reco gnize age as an impo rtant 
safety facto r by requiring full retesting 
befo re renewals starting at ages ranging 
fro m 5 7 to 75 . 
Many untrustwo rthy o v er-3 0s can re­ 
call a mo re inno cent and o ptimistic time 
when pro o f o f age—and usually a v ery 
y o ung o ne at that—was all that, was re­ 
quired fo r a driv er’s license. We’v e co me 
a lo ng way since then, but still hav e far 
to go . Adequate testing is the beginning, 
no t the end o f effo rts to re s e rv e the ro ads 
fo r qualified driv ers. 
Passing the Bo nd Buck 


The Treasury can t say it didn t hav e 
fo rewarning. 
Declining public enthusiasm fo r U.S. 
sav ing 
bo nds 
has 
been 
ev ident

4 .2 5 per cent to 5 per cent, has fallen 
sho rt o f ev en the annual rate o f inflatio n 
In the public understandably feels 
sho rtchanged in such a situatio n, it is the 
go v ernment that is go ing to end up seri­

ally 
thousands 
of 
intellig ent 
clerg y men are still “ duds” in 
the p ulp it. 
Yet they have a hig h I . Q . , 
p lus seven y ears of colleg e, and 
g raduate study . 
But they still can’t hold an 
audience as well as the averag e 
hig h school g raduate who has 
taken just one Dale Carneg ie 
course! Why ? 
Well, many times astute busi­ 
ness ty coons in their cong reg a­ 
tion have tried deftly to coax 
their stodg y clerg y men to enrol 
in Dale Carneg ie sp eech class­ 
es. 
Yet those clerg y disdain such 
p ractical courses and also sneer 
at the ex p osition of Christ's su­ 
p erb oratory which I delineate 
from time to time in this news­ 
p ap er column. 
For they have absorbed the 
four-flusher attitude that noth­ 
ing of a p rofound educational 
nature can come from newsp a­ 
p ers or p op ular sp eech classes. 
Camp us snobbery is also one 
reason why colleg e Eng lish p ro­ 
fessors seldom can sell novels, 
verse .or scenarios to movies or 
TV networks. 
In Christ’s own day , the col­ 
leg e p rofessors and camp us col­ 
leg e g raduates were usually dis­ 
dainful of Him, too, for He 
didn’t belong to the accep ted 
ecclesiastical “ union.” 
He came up , as it were, from 
the g rass roots and talked the 
lay m an's lang uag e. 
He g ained His education from 
the “ Colleg e of Hard Knocks.” 
In effect, Christ p ioneered the 
Dale Carneg ie method and the 
oratorical formula which I have 
long ex p lained in this column. 
All g reat orators (both p olitical 
and relig ious) have automatical­ 
ly discovered 
Christ’s 
famous 
“p arable” or anecdotal recip e. 
It involves starting with a stink­ 
ing idea; then illustrating it in 
narrative fashion by a few ex ­ 
amp les drawn from the ex p eri­ 
ences of the crowd. 
Then conclude with a p unchy 
terminal p arag rap h that “ ties 
the wheat in the 
sack,” 
as 
R eader’s Dig est so ap tly urg es 
its writers. 
Alas, many men have con­ 
g ealed minds so they can't ac­ 
cep t any ideas that haven’t been 
couched in the vag ue p oly sy lla­ 
bles they have been taug ht to 
reverence 
while 
in 
g raduate 
school or seminaries. 
For instance, my own worst 
critics of this column are my 
p sy cholog y 
colleag ues 
on 
the 
colleg e faculties, who ex claim: 
“ That awful Dr. Crane! He 
is besmirching the dig nity of 
camp us p sy cholog y by his use 
of two-sy llable words!”
